to Capital Stock is

The Standard Oil company won 


its corporation license case in the 
supreme court today. In an opinion 
by Justice Eschweiler, the court re- 
verses -the contention of the state 
which would mean a larger license 
f-e.This appeal involved the s:ngle 
question- of whether in determining 
the amount of fee to be paid by a 
foreign corporation for <i license to 
do business in this state, the words 
"capital stock" aa used in the law 
refers to the authorized 
capital, 


ov tho amount outstanding and paid 
for. The Standard Oil "company of 
Indiana, with ah authorized capital 
of $100,000,000 and an issued stock 
of $30,000,000, took the latter view, 
'The state the former view. The 
.coulr upheld the contention of the 
state which meant a larger fee. The 
•Standard Oil 
company 
then ap- 


pealed to tbe supreme court. 


"We are also satisfied that the 


words 'capital stock,' said Justice 
Eschweiler, "as here used, cannot be 
meant in the same sense in which 
they are defined in somc^decisions as 
the measure of the assets or prop- 
erty of-the corporation because by 
this subdivision it is provided that 
the full value in dollars of the entire 
property of the corporation 
both 


within and -without the state of Wis- 
consin shall be used in the compu- 
tation. 
The statute therefore pro- 


vides its owe express and different, 
mer.surc of the corporation , prop- 
erty. 
. "This disposition of the case upon 
the statutes themselves m.-.ke3 it un- 
necessary to determine whether ^or 
not the construction contended for 
by the .learned Attorney General in 
this caso would be in (.or.f.ict with 
the views expressed by the

'"The evidence of the day existence 


of a meat combination among the' 
five big packers is most voluminous 


.•and detailed," the report said. "This 


evidence is convincing, consisting as 
' it does largely of documents written 
. by the packers or their agents and 


including the memoranda made by 
one of the participants in the com- 
bination

agreed upon at various meetings of 
the packers."

the commission said it finds:
